Scientific 
illumination 
combined 
with a new' scheme of wall decoration in 
pastel color masses in the basis of the 
new" suite, the first of its kind in the 
country . 
It has been proved, say s Earle Schultz, 
that ”the main item wiiich reduces per­ 
sonal efficiency is poor lighting. The pre­ 
sent lighting standard of office buildings 
is less than five foot candles per square 
foot, extremely low, as against an intensi­ 
ty of 10,000 foot candles outdoors on a 
bright summer day . Unfortunately , sun­ 
light docs not penetrate far into office 
space. 
“Scientific tests show that wdiercas sun­ 
light may give intensities of 100 to 200 
candles at w'indcAvs, this is reduced to 
only five fool candles Uventy feet aw'ay 
from the window's. Nor is sunlight alw'ay s 
dependable and available. The new' ‘sci­ 
ence of seeing’ has demonstrated that for 
rfficient and comfortable w'ork at least 
tw'enty foot candles of illumination are re­ 
quired and that even more is helpful. 
Under such illuminations much less en­ 
ergy is consumed in seeing, w'ork is speed­ 
ed up and mistakes reduced.” 
The perfect office should have at least 
tw'enty foot candles of illumination to the 
square foot. It must have ceilings and 
w’alls w'hich aie agreeable to the ey es. 
It must have ventilation without draft. 
Walls W'hich absorb too much light are 
harmful to the ey es; on the other hand 
w'alls should not cause glare. There is a 
medium and the “office of the future ’ is 
an effort to show' how' that medium is 
attained. Readings of the sight-meter tell 
the story of light in a room. 
There is no doubt that better results 
are obtained when workers see without 
effoit w'hat they are doing. It is a waste 
to install a scientific lighting if it is not 
maintained at it should be. Many an of­ 
fice would be nearer the paragon if J ts 
lamps and its w'alls w'cre as clean as they 
ought to be. Valual)le light is consumed 
by dirty lamps and dirty walls. However, 
'ike the perfect soda water fountain, it is 
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likely that the perfect office would have 
to be kept in a hermetically sealed glass 
case.

A FUTURE IMPROVED DEMOCRACY

Wherever a i>ostw'ar demoracv has fal- 
len it has been 
a sign of a sick organism. 
The new' undemocratic regimes are mere­ 
ly a continuation of the unnatural and 
abnormal states. We see every w'here now 
these regimes are struggling hard to ex­ 
ist, now' they change, adapt themselves 
and how' they feel their ow*n weakness. 
I am positiv’e that, in the coming y ears, 
we shall witness the nondemocratic regim­ 
es gradually and inevitably transforming 
themselves into the only thing that the 
human spirit of modern man can perma­ 
nently endure; a regime where a neces­ 
sary proportion of the authority of the 
state and of the nation is combined wdth 
a necessary proportion of individual lib­ 
erty . 
It is superfluous to discuss now by wiiat 
name this regime w'ill be called. In any 
case it W'ill be a sy nthesis of the great 
struggles of today for democracy . In my 
judgment it wdll be, as far as inner con­ 
tent is concerned, a developed form of 
modern political and economic democracy 
w'ith the sy stem of planned economy . 
And our democracy of today w'ill be 
improved in many respects, adapting its- 
self to new' needs and overcoming its de­ 
fects. The struggle for democracy is noth­ 
ing else than a struggle for a new' Europe, 
for a new' ty pe of citizen. The victory of 
democratic ideals is in the logic of Euro­ 
pean development just as it is in the logic 
of the social evolution of the modern man.

NOT TO BE KEPT SECRET 
As long as there are human beings who 
defy the law and go out to get what they 
want at the point of a gun, the news­ 
papers will be obliged to print crime 
news; and just so long, probably , will the 
argument about that kind of new's be 
carried on. 
Crime news asserts the Southeast Mis­ 
sourian of Cape Girardeau makes unpleas­ 
ant reading. Now and then, honest citi­ 
zens feels that it is new's w’hich should be 
suppressed. And one of the best answeis 
that we have y et seen to this argument 
was made recently by Prof. Low'ell J. Carr 
of the sociology department of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan, in an address before 
the University Press Club at Ann Arbor. 
“The nawspapers of America,” say s 
Prof. Carr, “have been the greatest single 
force in grousing the public conscience to 
the menace of crime. Theorists who talk 
of eliminating crime news from our papers 
simply don’t know' what they are asking. 
“We are never going to w'in our fight 
on cancer by shutting our ey es to its pre­ 
valence, and w'e are never going to w'in 
our fight on crime by suppressing crime 
new's.”

GERMANY, ITALY AND AUSTRIA 
Exports of coal from Germany to Italy 
began on a large scale in October. Recent­ 
ly it was reported trains carry ing this coal 
w'ere passing through the Saint Gotthard 
tunnel every 15 minutes. 
It is commonly considered points out 
the Joplin Globe this is an effort on the 
part of Italy to make herself independent 
of an oil boy cott if the League of Nations 
finally concludes to apply that sort of 
sanction. And it is believed now oil sanc­ 
tions W'ill be ordered immediately by the 
League meeting called for December 12. 
But there is another important feature 
having to do with the purchase of coal 
by Italy from Germany . The Labor Re­ 
search Association recently said: 
“Since Italy cannot pay for this coal in 
cash, the German government is reported 
to have demanded pay ment in shares in 
Austrian industrial undertakings, surrend­ 
ered by Italian citizens in exchange for 
Italian war bonds.” 
This method of pay ment gives Germany 
greater interest in Austrian industry — and 
will give it more leverage pow'er if a day 
comes when amalgamation between the 
tw'o nations is attempted despite objec­ 
tions from the League of Nations.
